The Production Of Barley In Arid 
Regions Of The Prairie 
Provinces 
Barley production in the more arid 
regions of the Prairie Provinces is 
extremely limited because the poor 
yields often obtained, even ‘in fairly 
tormal seasons, have discouraged 
Production. These poor results can 
frequently be ascribed to the sowing 
of anvunsuitable variety, late in the 
season, on stubble land. When. these 
conditions are rectified, good results 

are usually obtained. 

Trebi, Hannchen, and Regal are 
the most suitable varieties for the 
dry area. Trebi is a rough-awned, 
Bix rowed, high yielding variety, 
while Hannchen is a rough-awned, 
two rowed variety that yields almost 
as well as Trebi. Regal is a smooth- 
aWhed, six rowed type that is some- 
what inferior in yield to either of the 
Ybove varieties, Despite—its. lower 
yield, this variety is preferred by 
many bécause of the low straw that 
may be fed without any danger of 
the awns lodging in the eyes, mouths, 
or throats of the live stock, Newédl, 
Rex and San Barbs are newer, 
smooth-awned varieties that show 
considerable promise, ‘and one of 
these may replace Regal in the near 
future. ’

We have 
not increased the actual span of life 
very much. The man of between 35 
and 40 to-day stands just as much 
chance of dying as he did 100 years 
ago.” 

Next great task of medical science 
will be to keep man from committing 
slow suicide as he does at present, 
said the doctor, adding that he in- 
tended to devote the remainder of his 
life to the study of diet.
